WOOL RECOMMENDED IN THE RECIPE AND KNITTING AT THE CORRECT TENSION. To ensure this, use the 
wool and needles specified, and Icnit a small piece of fabric in the given pattern. If knitted correctly, the 
of stitches to the inch in width should correspond with the tension given. If, using the needles recommended, 
more than the specified number of stitches to the inch is obtained, needles a size coarser should be tned; tf 
less than the specified number, then a size finer. Whatever the size of needle found suitable by the 
it is absolutely essential that the fabric should measure the specified number of stitches to the inch in width.

THE BACK.— Make 70 ch. . . r l 

1st row. — W.o.h.. insert the hook in the 2rd ch. from the 
hook, draw up a loop, w.o.h., insert the hook in the next ch., 
draw up a loop (5 loops on hook), w.o.h., draw through all 
the loops on hook. 1 ch.. ♦ (w.o.h., insert hook in the next 
ch., draw up a loop) twice, w.o.h.. and draw through all 
5 loops, 1 ch., * (the drawing up of these loops will be 
termed “Tuft Stitch” throughout), repeat from ♦ to * thirty^ 
two times, 3 ch., turn. , . . , , 

2nd row. — 1 Tuft Stitch, (inserting hook m 1 ch. space 
instead of in the ch.), 1 ch., ♦ w.o.h.. and insert hook in the 
same ch., 1 Tuft Stitch, 1 ch., repeat from ♦ to the end ot 
the row, working the last loop of the Tuft Stitch into the 
turning ch. of the previous row, 3 ch., turn. 

Repeat the 2nd row until the work measures 8J inches from 
the commencement. Fasten off. 



THE RIGHT FRONT.— Make 36 ch. 

Work in pattern, as given for the Back, until the work 
measures 7 inches from the commencement. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Work 10 Tuft Stitches, 3 ch., turn. 

Continue working in pattern on these stitches until the work 
measures 8J inches from the commencement. Fasten off. 
THE LEFT FRONT.— Work exactly as given for the Right 
Front. 
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THE SLEEVES.— Make 50 ch. 

Work in pattern, as given for the Back, until the work 
measures 4 inches from the commencement. Fasten off. 

Join in the wool at the beginning of the sleeve. 

Work 1 row of d.c. along the lower edge of the sleeve, 
drawing in the wrist slightly, 3 ch., turn. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — ♦ 1 tr., 2 tr. in the next stitch, repeat from *** to 
the end of the row, 3 ch., turn. 

2nd row. — 1 tr. in each stitch, I ch., turn. 

3rd row. — * 3 ch., 1 d.c. in the 3rd ch. from hook, 1 d.c. 
in the next stitch, repeat from * to the end of the row. 
Fasten off. Work another Sleeve in the same manner. 

TO MAKE UP THE COAT.— With a slightly damp cloth 
and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up the side, shoulder and 
sleeve seams. Sew in the sleeves, placing seam to seam. Work 
an edging round the coat as follows: — Join in the wool at the 
neck edge. 1st row. — Work 1 d.c. in each stitch, 3 ch., turn. 
2nd row. — * 1 tr., 1 ch., miss 1 stitch, repeat from ♦ round 
the neck only.

THE BACK. — Cast on 88 stitches. 

1st row. — K. 1, P.1, repeat from ♦ to the last 2 stitches, K.2. 
Repeat the 1st row fifteen times. Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Knit plain. 

2nd row. — K.l, purl to the last stitch, K.l. 

Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows until the work measures 
inches from the commencement, ending with a purl row. 
Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Cast off 3 stitches, (P.2, K.l) nine times, K.28, 
(K.l, P.2) ten times. 

2nd row. — Cast off 3 stitches, (K.2, P.l) nine times, P.28, 
(P.1, K.2) nine times. 

3rd row. — K.2 tog., K.l, (P.2, K.l) eight times, K.28, (K.l, 
P.2) eight times, K.l, K.2 tog. 

4th row. — K.2 tog., (K.2, P.l) eight times, P.28, (P.l, K.2) 
eight times, K.2 tog. 

Keeping the continuity of the rib and the plain, smooth fabric, 
decrease once at each end of the needle in every row until 
70 stitches remain. Continue working in pattern without 
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shaping until the work measures 9 inches from the commence' 
ment. With the right side of the work facing, proceed as 
follows: — 

1st row. — (P.2, K.l) seven times, K.5, cast off 18 stitches, 
K.5, (K.l, P.2) seven times. 

Work on the last 26 stitches, decreasing once at the neck edge 
in every row, until 21 stitches remain. Cast off. 

Work on the remaining stitches to correspond. 

THE FRONT. — Work exactly as given for the Back until 
the work measures the same as the Back to the under-arm, 
ending with a purl row. 

** In the next row, cast off 3 stitches, (P.2, K.l) nine times, 
K.l 4. Place the remaining stitches on a spare needle. 

Work on the first 41 stitches as follows: — 

1st row. — K.l, P.13, (P.l, K.2) eight times, P.l, K.2 tog. 
2nd row. — K.2 tog., (P.2, K.l) eight times, K.14. 

Keeping the continuity of the pattern, decrease once at the 
arm'hole edge in every row until 35 stitches remain. 
Continue working in pattern without shaping until the work 
measures 9 inches from the commencement, ending at the 
centre front. 

In the next row, cast off 7 stitches, work in pattern to the 
end of the row. 

Decrease once at the neck edge in every row until 21 stitches 
remain. Work without shaping until the arm'hole measures 
the same as the Back arm'hole. Cast off. 

Join in the wool at the centre front and work on the remaining 
stitches to correspond. ♦♦ 

THE LONG SLEEVES. — Cast on 51 stitches. 

1st row. — K.l, P.2, repeat from * to the last 3 stitches, 
K.l, P.l, K.l. 

2nd row. — * K.2, P.l, repeat from * to the last 3 stitches, K.3. 
Repeat these 2 rows five times. 

13th row. — Knit plain. 

14th row. — K.l, purl to the last stitch, K.l. 

Repeat these 2 rows until the work measures 6 inches from 
the commencement. 

Decrease once at each end of the needle in every row until 
1 2 stitches remain. Castoff. 

Work another Sleeve in the same manner. 

THE SHORT SLEEVES.— Cast on 57 stitches. 

1st row. — * K.l, P.2, repeat from * to the last 3 stitches, 
K.l, P.l, K.l. 

2nd row, — ♦ K.2, P.l, repeat from * to the last 3 stitches, K.3. 
Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows five times, then the 1st row once. 
In the next row, K.l, P.6, ♦ increase once in the next stitch, 
P.l, repeat from * to the last 6 stitches, P.5, K.l. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Knit plain. 

2nd row. — K.l, purl to the last stitch, K.l. 

Repeat these 2 rows until the work measures 2 inches from 
the commencement. Decrease once at each end of the needle 
in every row until 33 stitches remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in the same manner. 

THE COLLAR.— Cast on 99 stitches. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.2, K.l, repeat from ♦ to the last stitch, 
K.l. 

2nd row. — K.l, P.l, * K.2, P.l, repeat from * to the last 
stitch, K.l. 

Repeat these 2 rows four times. 

In the next row, K.2, ♦ P.2 tog., K.l. repeat from ♦ to the 
last stitch, K.l. 

In the following row, ♦ K.l, P.l, repeat from * to the 
last stitch, K.l. Work 5 rows in (K.l, P.l) rib. Castoff. 

TO MAKE UP THE JUMPER. With a slightly damp 
cloth and warm iron, press lightly. Using a darning needle 
and the Embroidery Wool, smock the yoke as follows: — 
Beginning on the 1st row of the ribbing, draw together the 
1st and 2nd plain ribs, the 3rd and 4th, 5th and 6th, and 
7th and 8th. Begin the next row of smocking on the 3rd 
row above, taking together the 2nd and 3rd plain ribs, the 4th 
and 5th, the 6th and 7th, and the 8th plain rib and the first 
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stitch of the plain panel. Continue smocking each section 
of the yoke in this manner. Smock the cuffs in the same 
manner. Sew up the side, shoulder and sleeve seams. Sew 
in the sleeves, placing scam to scam. Sew the collar in 
position. Using the crochet hook, work an edging round 
the collar and cuffs as follows, * 3 d.c., 4 ch., 1 s.c. into 1st 
ch., repeat from ♦ all round.

Using the wool double, make 416 daisies. 

TO MAKE DAISIES. — Place the wheel, knob downwards, 
in the left hand. Put the wool on the flat side of the wheel, 
and hold in position in the centre with the thumb of the left 
hand. Wind the wool over a point of the wheel, and over the 
point exactly opposite, repeat this once (4 loops on both 
points) taking care not to cross the wool in the centre. Then 



pass to the next point and its opposite and wind the wool in 
the same way. Repeat until all the points are used ( 1 2 
petals). Break off wool 6 inches from the wheel, thread 
darning needle and stitch over and over diagonally between 
each petal in the centre of the daisy. Draw into a firm centre 
by running the needle under all threads of wool at the centre. 
Finish by sewing between the petals, through all the strands 
at the centre.

21st row.— Knit plain. Repeat 20th and 21st rows three 

times. ** Repeat from to ** four times, then from 1 4th 
to 1 9th rows once. In the next row, K.8, P.36, turn. 

Work on these 44 stitches as follows: — 1st row. — Knit plain. 
2nd row. — K.8, purl to the last stitch, K.l. 3rd row. — Cast 
off 2 stitches, knit plain to the last 17 stitches, K.2 tog., K.l 5. 
4th row. — K.8 (leave these 8 stitches on a spare needle), cast 
off 7 stitches, purl to the end of the row.

Join in the wool at the centre back. Cast off 1 5 stitches and 
work to correspond with the other side of the Back. 

Join in the wool at the under^arm, cast off 3 stitches, and work 
the Left Front to correspond with the Right Front. 

THE SLEEVES. — Using the No. 10 Needles, cast on 40 
stitches.

— K.4, * wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.2, repeat from * to the 
last 3 stitches, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l. 7th row. — K.l, purl 
to the la.st stitch, K.l. 8th row, — Knit plain. Repeat the 
7th and 8th rows three times, then the 7th row once. ** 
Repeat from ** to ** twice, then from the 2nd to the 7th 
rows once. Cast off 3 stitches at the beginning of every row 
until 35 stitches remain. In the next row, K.ll, (K.2 tog.)

— K.6, (K.2 tog., 
K.4) ten times, K.2 tog., K.ll, K.2 tog., (K.4, K.2 tog.) ten 
times, K.6. Work 5 rows without shaping, making a button' 
hole as before in the 2nd row. 
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30th row. — K.5, (K.2 tog., K.3) ten times, K.2 tog., K.ll, 
K.2 tog., (K.3, K.2 tog.) ten times, K.5. Work 3 rows in 
Garter Stitch without shaping. 34th row. — K.4, (K.2 tog., 
K.2) ten times, K.2 tog., K.ll, K.2 tog., (K.2, K.2 tog.) ten 
times, K.4. Work 3 rows in Garter Stitch, making a button^ 
hole as before in the 4th row. Using the No. 12 Needles, 
work 2 rows in rib of (K.l, P.l). Cast off in rib.
